no law governing 
the raising or 


lowering of city, state, and government 
flags.

Local federal agencies and 
private businesses with less em- 
ployment than the city do not desecrate 
their flags. 


Former President Gerald Ford 


signed legislation that for the first time 
in 34 years revised the rules governing 
the use of the American 
flag, ac- 


cording to City Mgr. Dick Ballenger. 
The amended code stipulates around- 
the-clock display of the flag and the 
flying of the colors in 
inclement 


weather because the advances made in 
weather-resistant flag materials and 
outdoor lighting. 


The revised code, Ballenger noted, 


"gives life to Old Glory," and now 
reads: "The flag represents a loving 
country and is itself considered a living 
thing." 


"At least 75 per cent of the male 


employes employed by the city have 
served this country in the armed for- 
ces," Ballenger said, "and there is no 
intent to desecrate the flag. However, 
policy has been established to fly the 
flag at all times other than during 
extremely high winds. The Fire 
Department is charged with the 
responsibility of making this deter- 
mination and we feel that this task is 
being well performed."

A new plan for athletics in 


Corsicana schools which calls 
for a full-time athletic director 
and coaches for girls' sports 
was presented to school trustees 
Tuesday. 


School Supt. Mark Culwell, in 


presenting 
the 
plan, 
told 


trustees that the price tag for 
the revamped program would 
be only about $2,500 in total 
additional local money. 


Trustees have slated a noon 


meeting for Thursday to take 
final action on the proposal. 


SPECIFICALLY,- 
THE 


proposal creates the position of 
athletic director to oversee all 
athletic activities in all grade 
levels of local schools. The 
position would be paid $5,000 a 
year in addition to the state 
minimum salary base for the 
teaching position. 


Salary for the head football 


coach under the proposal would 
also be $5,000 above the state 
minimum schedule, with one 
assistant coach earning $2,800 
above, 
one 
earning 
$2,500 


above, 
one 
earning 
$2,000 


above, and two earning $1,750 
above state minimum. 


The head basketball coach 


would earn $2,500 above the 
schedule, a decrease from the 
$3,450 above now being paid that 
position. And at least one 
middle school coach stands to 
lose $50 a year in coaching in- 
crement under the proposal 
because of a shift in pay grade 
status. 


BUT CULWELL TODAY said 


that any such loss would likely 
be compensated 
for by pay 


increases granted by the state 
Legislature, 
or 
from 
extra 


money built into the plan. 


"There is the possibility of a 


salary 
adjustment in 
some 


cases," 
Culwell 
said 
this 


morning. "In such cases, it is 
because they have been listed in 
a pay grade category which 
distorted the picture. At any 
rate, there will likely be a state 
•raise to apply to all teachers 
which would make up for this." 


Culwell said it is also possible 


that the trainer can be hired at 
slightly less than has been 
anticipated, which would free 
,up other money to make up for 
the loss. He is also considering 
an added pay incentive for 
middle school head coaches, 
which would also take up this 
gap. 


Salaries for the high school 


golf, tennis, and swimming 
teachers 
would 
remain 
the 


same. 


"ATHLETIC 
PROGRAMS 


have changed drastically and 
dramatically in recent years," 
Culwell told the board. "They 
have 
become 
much 
more 


complex and sophisticated. This 
is due to the addition of girls' 
athletics and to the increased 
demands for a well-rounded 
program and the emphasis on 
lifetime 
sports. 
Staffs 
are 


larger, 
budgets bigger, and 


areas 
such 
as 
scheduling 


require 
much 
more 
time, 


supervision, and organization." 


Culwell said the problem of 


rebuilding the local program 
has been compounded because 
local facilities are inadequate. 


"The 
upgrading and 
im- 


provement of these facilities is 
going to require much time, 
ingenuity, 
and 
persistence," 


Culwell said. "The expanded 
programs are going to require 
and 
necessitate 
a 
closer 


working relationship with our 
building principals and good 
rapport 
with 
the 
ad- 


ministration. A great deal more 
organization 
will 
be 


necessary." 


ALTHOUGH 
THE 
biggest 


change is the addition of the 
athletic director, the plan calls 
for other program shifts as well, 
including 
rescheduling 
of 


athletics during the class day 
and 
double duty 
for some 


coaches. 


In total, the coaching staff 


would be increased by only two 
staff members, including a full- 
time trainer and at least one 
girls' 
coach. 
The 
varsity 


football team would have one 
head 
coach, 
four 
assistant 


coaches, plus help from the 
assistant basketball coach. 


That position, currently a full- 


time job, would work with the 
varsity athletes in addition to 
basketball duties, Culwell said. 


Varsity football and fresh- 


man-junior 
varsity 
football 


would be held during different 
periods of the day, Culwell 
explained, 
with the 
varsity 


team meeting first period and 
again after school. 


THIS WOULD ALLOW some 


coaches to spend time with both 
teams, he said. (The junior 
varsity-freshman teams would 
have two coaches.) 
Culwell 


defended the split scheduling of 
varsity practice, saying it is a 
system several districts have 
gone to. 


"Many people have gone to 


this system and there are some 
advantages," 
Culwell 
said. 


"This better divides the time of 
our people throughout the day, 
and will allow us to schedule 
girls' athletics during the day." 


Culwell said that this plan 


would allow coaches to work 
with 
the 
team 
in 
"skull 


sessions" at the high school 
during the morning period, 
saving actual workouts for after 
school. The team would not 
practice at Tiger Field during 
the mornings, Culwell said. 


"THIS IS NOT something that 


some poor old superintendent 
dreamed up," Culwell said of 
the plan. "This is something 
that's being done in many other 
districts with success." 


Culwell said one advantage of 


the plan is that it divides the 
attention span of the players 
into two segments, rather than 
having 
the entire program 


meeting at one time of day. 


Schedules would be changed 


at the middle school level as 
well, with the Collins Middle 
School team meeting during the 
first period and the Drane 
Middle School teams meeting 
during the sixth period. 


While the number of coaches 


at each campus would remain 
the same, one coach at each 
middle school would become a 
girls' athletics coach. At least 
some of the middle school 
coaching staff would work at 
both campuses. 


Total coaching salaries — the 


local supplement paid in ad- 
dition to the state teaching 
salaries — will rise by $6,473 
under the proposed plan. Total 
local coaching supplement to be 
paid under the new plan would 
be $42,750. 


TOTAL 
EMPLOYMENT 


under the new program would 
increase by two staff members 
to a total of 23 employes in 
athletics. 


Culwell's proposal calls for 


some 
administrative 


maneuvering to keep the local 
cost to his projected $2,500 in- 
crease. All coaches now being 
carried at pay grade nine under 
the state's school 
financing 


formula would be reduced to 
pay grade 
eight, 
with 
the 


district absorbing the loss in 
state revenues. That 
would 


mean that while the district 
would be paying more of the 
coaches' salaries out of local 
funds, it would also gain state 
funding 
for 
one 
additional 


classroom teacher. 


Net gain from the switch in 


bookkeeping would be $4,800, 
reducing the projected increase 
to $1,673. By examining the 
state 
funding 
formula 
and 


rearranging 
some 
other 


teachers, Culwell told the board 
he could bring in the program 
for the cost projected. 


BOARD MEMBERS HAD a 


number of questions about the 
plan, including whether the I'i- 
hour period in the morning 
would 
be enough time for 


practice 
and 
what 
would 


happen to the classes coaches 
used to teach in the mornings. 


Culwell said that splitting the 


coaches up into two periods of 
athletics 
would 
free 
more 


teachers at any given time in 
the school clay for classroom 
assignments. 


Another 
concern, 
Culwell 


said, is that coaches currently 
being 
interviewed 
by 
the 


district have requested two- 
year contracts rather than the 
one year contracts normally 
offered by the district. If a 
coach is given a two-year 
contract, 
the superintendent 


said, then the athletic director 
and high school principal should 
also be given the two-year 
contract. 


Board members then noted 


that for that to work, ad- 
ministrators would also need to 
be given two-year contracts as 
well. That point was not settled 


during the meeting, but is ex- 
pected to be discussed at the 
Thursday meeting. 


"I HAVEN'T DONE anything 


these past four weeks but talk to 
these folks and work on this 
thing," Culwell told the board. 
"These figures didn't just pop 
out of the air. I think it's a good, 
solid way to go, but I don't want 
to get into it unless the board 
feels confident about it and is 
solidly committed to the plan. 
This is a departure for us; it's 
new. But I'm sold on it and I 
think we can work out any small 
bugs in the plan as we go 
along." 


Board 
members 
Bill 


Harrison, F,d Blackburn, and 
Dr. James Curington said they 
were ready to make a decision 
on the plan and 
expressed 


.support of the proposal at the 
meeting. Albert Sanders also 
said he was ready to vote on the 
proposals. 


But the board decided to wait 


until Thursday to allow time to 
"digest the material", to give 
time for the plan to reach the 
public, and to allow 
board 


member 
Mrs. Doris Gillen, 


absent yesterday, to attend for 
the actual vote.

Woman whose life was saved now teacher of technique

AMHERST, Mass. (AP) - 


One day in September, 1975, 
while she was swimming in the 
Hampshire College pool, Cindy 
Moriarty 
lost 
consciousness. 


Minutes 
later 
her 
heart 


stopped. 


A "first aid brigade" from 


the college and emergency at- 
tendants 
from 
the Amherst 


Fire Department snatched her 
from death's door by "pump- 
ing" her heart through external 
pressure during the 22-minute 
ambulance run to a hospital. 


Today Cindy, a student from 


Worcester, Mass., is fully re- 
covered, back in school and an 
enthusiastic 
teacher 
of pul- 


monary resuscition, the very 
thing that saved her life. 


Collegians trained in the tech- 


nique got to the poolside imme- 
diately. Dr. Eaton Freeman, di- 
rector of the emergency depart- 
ment at Cooley Dickinson Hos- 
pital in Northampton, where 
Cindy was taken first, guesses 
her heart stopped for a matter 
of minutes. 


"Cindy would have been pro- 


nounced dead at poolside 10 or 
15 years ago because the proce- 
dures 
known and 
generally 


used then were not adequate to 
sustain life until she got to the 
hospital," Dr. Freeman says. 


Cindy 
was an 
18-year-old 


freshman at Hampshire when it 
happened. She had open heart 
surgery as a six-year-old, and 
on the day before her swim had 
gone through a 
particularly 


hectic schedule. 


She was hospitalized for 37 


days. She was in and out of 
coma. She developed 
pneu- 


monia and kidney trouble, and 
at one point was bleeding from 
lungs and stomach.

ation. Investigators said the 
cough syrup and pills were 
bound for Houston. 


"This cough syrup has such a 


high concentration of codeine 
that you can't buy it in the 
United States without a pre- 
scription," noted a Brownsville 
pharmacist. "Dope users get 
the stuff and boil it down to the 
codeine residue." 


The bottles are bought in 


Mexico for $4 a bottle and ped- 
dled on the street in Houston 
for $15 a bottle, said officers.

Freckle-faced, with blue eyes, 


strawberry blonde hair in pig- 
tails, she works on Red Cross 
blood drives by serving coffee 
and doughnuts (she can't give 
blood). She's swimming again 
at the pool where she nearly 
died. She took courses in life- 
saving, swimming rescues, and 
cardiopulmonary 
resuscitati- 


on. 


"I want to teach everybody I 


know 
how 
to 
save 
other 


people's lives," she says. 


About her own swimming, 


"there's a small amount 
of 


danger, but I'm not afraid. I 
have a pacemaker now. Maybe 
I should be more worried, but 
I'm not." 


Cindy is working towards a 


career as a teacher in special 
education, "but that's just kind 
of a stepping stone. I'd like to 
work with children who have to 
stay in a hospital for a long 
time. I'd like to teach them 
things they're missing in school 


and teach them to be less 
afraid of the hospital and cope 
with an environment they don't 
understand." 


How strange and threatening 


that environment can get is es- 
pecially vivid to Cindy, who re- 
members all the fretful dreams 
of her prolonged states of semi- 
consciousness and the dis- 
tortions through which she per- 
ceived what was happening to 
her. 


Transferred from the hospital 


of her emergency treatment to 


Boston Children's Hospital, "I 
didn't realize that anything was 
wrong at first. I kept thinking I 
was in a dream. I had dreams 
that I'd wake up and be in my 
bed at school, and I was think- 
ing, 'What a strange dream.' 


"I felt I was on a boat, a lux- 


ury liner. My friends were go- 
ing scuba diving and I wanted 
to go with them and I was 
fighting the nurses. I didn't re- 
alize I was sick. I thought I 
was dreaming." 


For a time, Cindv imagined 


she was 10 years old and fight- 
ing with another little girl who 
wanted to share her bed. 


"Later, when I was much 


better, a nurse came in and I 
recognized that she was the 
little girl in the dream. 


"And I found that when I 


dreamed I was on the boat, I 
was on an air mattress that 
was rocking so I wouldn't get 
bed sores. And the scuba diving 
stuff of the dream was actually 
the oxygen tanks and the tubes 
that were all around me." 


Cindy still is fascinated by 


her dream states and per- 
ceptions during the time she 
hovered between life and death, 
but today she is, above all, "ex- 
tremely happy to be here — to 
be alive. I've learned what's 
important and what isn't. I 
may get frustrated over a 
course or get irritated at some- 
body, but such things don't 
mean much to me now because 
I know things are so much bet- 
ter and more beautiful than 
they might have been."

Uke five brightly colored kayaks dancing in the rapids of 
Richland Creek at Love bridge. 


According to Dr. Jerry Smith, this is not as incongruous as it 


might appear when you spot the helmeted men shooting the 
rapids, paddling up stream, or floating upside-down. 


Upstream? Upside-down? "What are these people doing?" is 


usually the initial reaction. 


"THEY'RE PRACTINGING," says Dr. Smith, "for the Snake 


River." What Dr. Smith is talking about is members of the 
Dallas Down River Club who have found Richland Creek a good 
place to rehearse for bigger challenges. 


Smith, a self-proclaimed novice at handling a kayak, joins the 


"river rats" and plans to accompany them to the Snake. "Don't 
watch me," he says, "watch these other guys, they know what 
their doing." 


Richland Creek, as Dr. Smith will tell you, is really a fun place 


for canoeing, picnicing or, as Smith prefers, kayaking 


Smith is preparing a guide for Richland Creek that he hopes to 


have included in a Texas water guide book. He has the first part 
completed. Part one covers a 19 mile streach of the creek from 
the bridge at FM 709 to the Cheneyboro bridge. 


RICHLAND CREEK, he says, has been called the largest 


creek in Texas. He adds that the title is unsubstantiated. But he 
does claim that it has the "most snakes per mile" Meaning 
twists and turns of the waterway and not the slithering reptiles 


For canoeists, Smith says that the creek is good at most water 


levels because of numerous log jams which act as dams. The 
best time, he explains is about a week after a good local rain.

Audio-visual component system 
helps Malakoff kids catch up

MALAKOFF — A group of Malakoff students are benefiting 


from a unique educational program designed to help in- 
dividualize reading and math programs. 


Lionel Duncan, Malakoff Elementary School principal, said 


the special learning centers utilize System 80 audio visual 
components for students who are a year or more behind in math 
or reading skills. 


The educational system was put into operation last October, 


and made possible by the Emergency School Aid Act, said 
Duncan. 


Students participating in the program work in small groups 


with no pressure to move ahead faster than they can learn he 
said. 
' 


THERE ARE APPROXIMATELY 80 elementary students 


and 60 junior high school schools involved in the program. 


Elementary reading teachers Jeri Smith and Mary Murray 


say that response from the program has been good. 


"We've already sent some students back 
(to their regular 


class) who we feel reached their level of reading " said Mrs 
Murray. 


She explains that students participating in the program will go 


to the special reading class instead of their- regular reading 
class, and the same procedure is used with math classes. 


She said that sometimes a student may stay for only 30 


minutes instead for the entire class. 


"CHILDREN ARE REFERRED TO US through the 


classroom teacher," said Mrs, Murray. The students are then 
tested to determine the level in which they should begin 
The 


equipment used for the program consists of a video machine 
which uses a slide film strip and a record. As students watch the 
screen, the record gives a mini-lesson, and the student responds 
by pressing selection buttons on the machine. Headphones may 
be used so each student will hear only his particular lesson 


M"S°Jar> the kids haven>t really tired of Ule machines,'1 said 
Mrs. Murray. There are four machines for reading and three for 
math at the elementary school and four machines for math and 
reading at the junior high school. 


"EVERYONE IS WORKING at different grade levels," said 


Mrs. Murray. "The classes are small and there's really no 
pressure on any of the students." 


The students work through their individualized lesson at their 


own pace while their classmates go on with their everyday 
lessons. 
' } 


After completing a lesson, the student takes a reusable self 


scoring progress check by circling the correct answers on the 
vinyl lesson jacket. 


By reversing the progress check card in the lesson jacket, the 


student is able to see the correct answers in the circles which 
also provides additional reinforcement and gives the teacher 
another opportunity to observe the student's progress.
